CHICAGO NEWS LETTER. 



Chicago. February 1. — Efforts to 
conserve the soil fertility of llincis 
which a committee of the bankers' as- 
sociation of Illinois has undertaken as a 
result of the earnings of the state uni- 
versity that depletion was going on al- 
most unchecked, has a big future 
stake, according to Dr. J. Paul Goode, 
of Chicago, who has asserted that if 
the soil is conserve] the Mississippi 
valley will have a population of 200.- 
000.000 to 300,000,000 before the cen- 
tury ends. Wisconsin took the lead in 
efforts to prevent soil impoverishment 
and now the states of Wisconsin, Illi- 
nois, Minnesota and Michigan will 
unite in the efforts in a common cause. 
Dr. Cyril W. Hopkins, dean of the 
state agricultural school, warned the 
bankers when in convention that some- 
thing must be done soon in soil restor- 
ation. Not only is that to be done, 
but the committee, of which W. G. 
Edena. 3f Chicago, is secretary, also 
has recommended efforts to inspire the 
children of farmers with a new re- 
spect, interest and love for farm 
work. The committee's first report in- 
cludes this declaration: "We feel 
that a system of schools supported by 
public expense, can k better justify it- 
self by the further incorporation of 
agricultural and vocational education 
m its curriculum : that the country 
schools in particular can be made 
much more helpful in the matter of 
agricultural education and in increas- 
ing the interest of the children in that 
greatest and most necessary of all pro- 
fessions, the profession of agriculture, 
and to this extent at least, we gladly 
endorse the report of the Educational 
of this state."

The crowded tenements of Chicago 
costs the city millions of dollars each 
year through the resulting inefficiency, 
dependency, inebriety, juvenile delin- 
quency, crime and mortality in dias- 
eases. according to Charles B. Ball, 
chief sanitary inspector of Chicago. 
"1 have found a room so dark that one 
could not distinguish the presence of a 
preson three feet a'^ay." he said, 
"and women work in those room?. In 
one kitchen I found a woman at work 
where it was necessary to keep a 
lamp lighted to enable her to see what 
s*ie was doing. " ^Avaricious landlords 
are charged with responsibility for the 
conditions and an effort has been made 
to enlist business men in a general 
movement to improve the housing in 
the poorer districts of the town as 
years ago they were improved in New 
York. The effect of tenement life on 
the future citizens was cited by Prof. 
James H Tults, who said : "The chil- 
dren pass six hours of the day in the 
sctnol room, b'U, in the remaining 18 
nours they work or sleep in darkened 
rooms, basements or hovels, and they 
play in piaces unfit for them. Con 
idtions are no less than frightful yet it 
would appear that the public, in 
Chicago is satisfied if the schoolfrooms 
are kept clean and ventilated." 



An income of $1,000 a year is enough 
to support a man and his wife, and 
enable tnem to save $500, according to 
Harlow N. Higginbotham. of Chicago, 
who made a tortune as a partner of 
Marshall Field. This is the way he 
figures it: "It costs a person for food 
just about 24 cents a day," he said, 
"and 1 can prove it costs no more to 
live today than it did three or four 
years ago. Now, 365 days at the 
figure mentioned Jgives us $87.60 for 
the cost of food for one person for a 
year, provided one does not waste it. 
or throw it away. A roan and his wife 
do not need a servant, and an apart- 
ment quite large enough for two people 
and with a room to spare, will cost say 
$24.00 a month. Then add light and 
gas and 1 believe two people could live 
economically and save $500 a year. 
Here is what one woman did on $6 a 
week: After a series of years that 
woman had in the bank the sum of 
$2,715.81. and moreover had helped her 
brother to the extent of $300. Thus on 
an income of $312 a year, she had asv- 
ed $3,272.41, had maintained herself 
aid been to the hospital once and paid 
a doctor's bill. 1 started to work 
for Marshall Field after the war for 1 
$1,200, which the next year was raised 



Transportation as a science and the 
value of harbors to shippers are sub- 
jects Chicago is accused of knowing 
mighty little about, this being !the 
opinion of Lieutenant Colonel Zinn 
government engineer in carge. who has 
tried to get enough facts to buttress 
a report favorable to harbor improve- 
ments "I have been trying to get in- 
formation to embody in ray report to 
Secretary of War Dickinson," he said, 
"but I have yet to meet the man who 
can tell me what I want to know. 
Chicago shippers do not seem to under- 
stand even the oasic principles (cf the 
science of transportation. When the 
roads make an effort to increase 
freight rates there is a universal bowel 
of protest from the shippers, who. if 
they only had sense enough to know it, 
could save themselves substantial 
amounts by ^outing goods themselves 
occasionally. £he people I have met 
can't tell me why they want a harbur. 
or what advantage it would be to the 
city. Some of the larger shippers 
seem to have a hazy idea, but others 
haven't even that." Lieutenant 
Colonel Zinn said he had well 
defined views on the harbor question, 
but declined to air them before for- 
warding his report to Washington. 

Bristow Will Accept. 

Judge L. L. Bristow. of George- 
town, who has been tipped as the suc- 
cessor of Judge H. C. Howard as dis- 
trict chairman of the Republican Com- 
mittee of the Seventh Congressional 
district, stated that while he was not a 
candidate for the position and had not 
sought the honor, yet it was true that 
a majority of the chairmen of the eight 
counties of the district had written 
urging him to accept the place and bad 
pledged their support. In view of this 
Judge Bristow frankly admitted that 
he would feel it to be his duty not to 
decline the chairmanship if tendered 
him next Saturday. 

To Prosecute Claim. 

The Rev. G. W. Latham, of Hop- 
kinsville, is in Washington to present 
a claim for $55*) against the Govern- 
ment for his blacksmith shop which 
was confiscated by the Federal troops 
during the Civil War. Mr. Latham 
operated the shop in Hopkinvsille at 
that period and it was held and used 
two years by soldiers camped in and 
around the city. The Rev. Mr. Lath- 
am is said to be the oldest minister 
in the state who is still preaching. 
He is eighty-seven years of age, and 
has been in the pulpit sitxy-nine years, 
fie has received in the church 26,885 
members, preached 1,256 funerals and 
married 1,807 couples.

No More White Headed Matches. 

The U. S. patent office last week 
took a short cut to the solution of 
problems which arose over legislation 
to prohibit the use of poisonous phos- 
phorus in matches, and canceled the 
patent on sesquisulphide held by the 
Diamond Match Company. Sesquisul- 
phid? is considered a harmless substi- 
tute for white phosphorus, which is 
claimed to cause necrosis and other

The canvass of the tobacco growers 
of Bourbon county, undertaken by N. 
H. Bay leas. Sr. L. J. Fretwell. D. <i. 
Taylor. J. W. Thoraai. Jr.. and W. H. 
Whaley. for the purpose of getting the 
.sentiment of the proposition to cut out 
the 1910 crop, has been almost com- 
pleted. Tuesday the gentlemen nam- 
ed, issued a statement in which they 
say : 

"With the aid of some of the best 
citizens in each preoinct as canvassers, 
we circulated a pledge or statement. 
The said pledge, in substance, con- 
demns the cut-out movement, cordially 
i idorses the resolutions of the Hour I on 
ciunty meeting of January 14, 1911 
and declares in favor of raising totac- 
co in 1911 on the part of thoso who 
wish to do so. Each grower when 
signing the above pledge or statement, 
places opposite his name the number 
of acres he usually grows. Up to the 
present time there have been signed 
4.900 acres, and the canvassers are 
still obtaining signers. 

'We do not believe Bourbon county 
has in any one year raised more than 
6.500 acres of tobacco. A large ma- 
jority of these who did not sign our 
pledge have been found by the canvass- 
ers- to be in favor of raising tobacco 
in 1911 and opposed to sigmng^any cat- 
cut pledge. 

"The canvass has disclosed the fact 
that those who wish to rasie tobacco 
in 1911 outnumber those in favor of a 
cut-out in the proportion of at least 
rive to one, and also that the tenants 
are divided in about the 
tion ab the landowners.'

In fact with her conseieuce at 
i rest that her day's tasks will be done, 
l she can spend her time gossiping with 
j her neighbor, whose conscience is also 
at peace.

Declaring that tlM city tf Millers- 
bttCg could not hope from the present 
assessment of the town property to 
r^ap any benetits in the form of public 
improvements, Mr. F. b. Hurst, 
Chairman oi t'le City Board of Super- 
visor?, addrfijfctd the Board at the 
regular meeting of the City Council 
Wednesday evening, when the report 
of the Board was submitted to that 
body, and urged an increase in the as- 
sessment of the taxable property in 
the years to corns to meet the public 
requirements. 

In the course of his address before 
the Board Mr. Ilur^t discussed the as- 
sessment of the city, stating that at 
the present lime it was entirely too 
;ow. and if the people of the town ex- 
pected to be able to come into posses- 
sion of the improvements that mean 
so much to a town the assessment 
snould be ineraesed. 

He showed that a greater part of 
the taxable property in Millersburg 
was assetsed at one-third of its value 
and some even less, while there was 
very little which was assessed as much 
as f.fty per cent of its value. He said 
if the town property was put upon the 
proper basis the rata of f ixation 
would not have to be increased to in- 
stall such improvements as . water 
works plant, but to require an assess- 
ment of the property it two-thirds of 
itn reasonable value, would according 
to his estimate, put a sum in excess of 
$2,500 extra in the city treausry an- 
nually, most all of which could be set 
aside as a fund with which to install a 
water system. 

As it is beyond the power of the 
town council to make a bonded indebt- 
edness of more than $6,000, Mr. Hrust 
is of the opinion that in connection 
with this and the funds realized from a 
proper assessment, a sufficient amount 
could, within a few yeais. be accumu- 
lated with which to install a perfect 
of water-works. Mr. Hurst's 
'as well received and 



entnusiastn was evidenced as a result 
of his remarks. While no action is 
expected to be taken along this line at 
the present time the matter will be 
again taken up befoie another year 
h8S elapsed. 

The books of the Board of Supervis- 
ors were turned over to the Council. 
The report of the Board shows the 
total amount of the assessment of the 
year of 1910 to be $.124,347 an increase 
ot $33,917 over the report of the Board 
of Supervisors of the year previous. 
The present Board raised the assess- 
ment $19,375, a net increase of $14,542. 
The assessment for the year of 1911 
amounts in the agrgegate to the sum 
of $343,722. $31.4522 of which is ^levied 
upon the property owned by white 
residents and $23,300 upon colored 
residents. 

Considerable routine business was 
transacted and a permit was granted 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
Company to construct a depot on the 
Fast side of the railroad track from 
the old site. The building will cost 
about $3,500 and will be a frame struc- 
ture covered with slate. Mr. A. S. 
Best was granted a permit to build an 
ice huuse on Railroad street. After 
allowing the usual number of claims, 
the Council adjourned.
